NEW ENGLAND 
“WILL BE GAINER 


Business Associations Unite 
One Great Organization 


LARGEST IN THIS COUNTRY 


Starts With Membership of 3000 and 
income of $100,000 a Year—indus- 
trial, Commercial and Public Enter- 
prise Greatly Increased by Body to 
Be Known as New Boston Chamber 
of Commerce 


Boston, June 16.—The formation of 
what is believed to be the largest 
commercial organization in the coun- 
try was completed when the old Mer- 
chants’ association, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Board of Trade and a number 
of special business associations united 
as the New Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, with a membership of 3000 
and an income of $100,000 a year. 

Its objects are “to promote the 
commerce, industry and public in- 
terests of Boston and New England.” 
New by-laws were adopted by the 
general meeting of the leading busi- 
ness and professional men. The 
twenty-five directors elected meet 
today for the election of officers for 
the first year. : 

The union of three leading bodies 
is locally regarded as a notable appre- 
ciation of the co-operative spirit, as 
Boston has heretofore had numerous 
independent and unrelated organiza- 
tions. The proposal to unite them 
was instituted a year ago, when 200 
business men contributed a sustain- 
ing fund of $100,000. In addition to 
this sum, the merchants have invest- 
ed in property valued at $500,000 and 
have raised other sums for special 
purposes. 

Many important results have al- 
ready been accomplished by united 
work. Among these may be cited 
lower express rates, a new custom 
house, consolidation of the state 


$150,000 on a public service contract, 
and the establishment of a transporta- 
tion board. 

There is also in progress a new city 
charter, legislative action for a more 
equitable tax system, a campaign for 
the more general use of wage earners’ 
insurance law, and a study of the fuel 
problem which will probably result 
in a cut on the yearly coal bill of 
New England of a Foy haha get 

Many plans for the good of Boston 
and New England have been under- 
taken by the new body, and by or- 
ganization and efficiency it has great- 
ly increased industrial and public en- 
terprise. 
was the cordial reception given by the 
people of Maine and New Hampshire 
when 125 members of the new organi- 
gation made a tour of the leading 
cities.

ors. B. J. Rothwell and J. C. Cobb 
were elected vice presidents. 

Storrow was president of the Mer- 
chants’ association, Rothwell of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Cobb of 
the Associated Board of Trade, which 
last October joined the Merchants’ as- 
sociation.

FRIENDS GET 
BIG SURPRISE 


Court Orders Release of Bank- 
er Morse Under Bail 


BOND 1S QUICKLY FURNISHED 


Convicted Man’s Wife Scurries Among 
Husband’s Frisnds and Secures 
Signatures of Men Willing to Risk 
$125 ,000—Appeal From Sentence of 
Fifteen Years In Prison Will Be De- 
clded on Second Monday In October 


New York, June 17.—Charles W. 
Morse, convicted banker, was re- 
leased on bail pending consideration 
of his appeal in the United States 
circuit court of appeals next October. 
For nearly four months Morse will be 
free to go and come as he pleases. 
At the end of that time, the court of 
appeals will either order a new trial 
or affirm the sentence of fifteen years’ 
imprisonment imposed upon the form- 
er “Ice King” last November. 

The bail bond for $125,000 was 
signed last evening by twenty-five 
friends of Morse who volunteered for 
this service some time ago, and Morse 
quit the custody of the United States 
marshal. 

The order of the court admitting 
Morse to bail was something of a 
surprise to his wife and friends when 
it was handed down at noon Wednes- 
day. They have been working for —.s 
release since the early part of the 
year, but there had been no indication 
that a response to their petition was 
to be forthcoming at once. 

Mrs. Morse was with her husband 
in the Tombs when the news was re- 
ceived there, and she spent one of the 
busiest afternoons of her life mar- 
shalling her husband’s friends and ob- 
taining their signatures to the neces- 
sary papers to bring about his release 
before sunset. 

When the last signature was ap- 
proved by the court, she smilingly 
conducted an impromptu reception in 
the federal building, receiving with 
her husband the congratulations of 
many friends. 

Morse’s’ release came largely 
through the activity of twenty-five of 
his friends who petitioned the court 
in May, saying that they believed in 
his innocence and were ready to be- 
come responsible upon a bail bond 
for an indefinite sum. The court's 
order was as follows: 

“In view of the magnitude of the 
record and the number and intricacy 
of the questions presented in this ap- 
peal, the proper consideration of 
which will require extended examina- 
tion, we order and direct that the de- 
fendant be released upon bail until 
the second Monday in October upon 
filing a bail bond in the sum of $125, - 
000 executed by responsible persons 
who shall state that they have not re- 
ceived and will not receive indemnity, 
the bond to be conditioned that the 
defendant shall not leave the United 
States.”

FAVORS CORPORATION TAX 


President Taft Sends Congress a 
Message on the Subject 

Washington, June 16.—President 
Taft today sent to congress a message 
urging the passage of an amendment 
to the tariff bill imposing a tax of 2 
percent upon the undistributed net 
earnings of corporations and _ the 
adoption of a resolution submitting to 
the several states an amendment to 
the constitution giving congre<s the 
power to impose a tax on incomes. 

In order that there shall be no ques- 
tion that the two propositions have 
the support of the administration, At- 
torney General Wickersham drafted 
both the amendment and the resolu- 
tion.

Central Falls, R. I., June 17.— 
The suicide of a friend who, like him- 
self, was unemployed, apparently 
rankled in the mind of Alexander 
Kyle, and he, too, took his life. 
Peter McLaughlin and Kyle had 
worked together in bleacheries for a 
number of years, and lately both were 
thrown out of work.

THE MULLINS MURDER 


Men Suspected of Killing Cambridge 
Woman Plead Not Guilty 

Cambridge, Mass., June 17.—Pleas 
of not guilty were entered by Peter 
Delorey and James Mantir when they 
were arraigned in the superior court 
here on indictments charging them 
with the murder of Annie Mullins, a 
Cambridge domestic. Counsel for 
both men then made motions to quash 
the indictments. Judge Lawton took 
the motions and pleas under advise- 
ment and the men were returned to 
jail. 

The body of Annie Mulins was 
found in a field in Arlington on the 
morning of March 28, 1908. No 
tangible clue was discovered until 
April 2 of this year, when Delorey 
and Mantir were arrested, following 
Delorey’s alleged statement to the po- 
lice that he was with Mantir and Miss 
Mullins on the night of her death and 
that Mantir killed her: Delorey is 
18 years of age and Mantir is 20.

New York, June 16.—The federal 
grand jury handed down indictments 
against F. A. Heinze, head of the 
United Copper company; his brother, 
Arthur P. Heinze, and Sanford Rob- 
inson, Heinze’s counsel, charging 
conspiracy and alleging an attempt to 
obstruct the administration of justice 
by spiriting away the books of the 
United Copper company while the 
company was under federal scrutiny, 
and also by interfering with United 
States marshals in the performance of 
their duty.

NEED OF ThE HOUR, 


A Closer Union in the Work of 
Grange Lecturers, 


The Lecturer of the Michigan State 
Grange Suggests Specific Methods 
For Improving Present Conditions. 
Value of Directed Effort. 


[Special Correspondence. } 

“What in your opinion would 
strengthen the grange and grange 
work today?” you ask, 

A closer union among the various 
lecture departments, national, state, 
pomona and _ subordinate. On the 
basis that the greatest mission of the 
grange is educational and that the lec- 
turer occupies the position of a teach- 
er, the organization should develop 
strong constructive plans for exploring 
and pre-empting the full possibilities 
of the lecture hour. The system with 
which its educational work is conduct- 
ed should be made co-ordinate with 
that of other similar institutions de- 
voted to agricultural and rural social 
uplift. As a whole, we will do our 
best under an aggressive, stimulating 
and directing force, emanating from 
the highest and permeating every de- 
gree of the order. 

Some of the specific methods by 
which this closer union might be en- 
couraged are: 

First.—Through communications and 
advising by correspondence of the na- 
tional lecturer with under lecturers. 

Second.—Through up to date printed 
matter relating to grange history, ac- 
complishments, progressive methods 
and present methods, made available 
for distribution from the national and 
state offices. 

Third.—Through a few broad topics 
suggested to form the basis of unl- 
formity in program work and to se- 
cure concentration of discussion 
throughout the order within a given 
time. : 

Fourth.—Through lecturers’ confer- 
ences (a) at national sessions, which 
state granges should encourage and 
perhaps assist their lecturers to at- 
tend; (b) at state sessions, which po- 
mona and subordinate granges should 
encourage and sometimes assist their 
lecturers to attend; (c) at pomona ses- 
sions, which subordinate granges 
should encourage their lecturers to at- 
tend.

Do not try to give prizes to the older 
members, as it would take much time 
and trouble to judge the exhibits and 
award so many prizes, and’much valu- 
able discussion among the members 
concerning the different varieties of 
fruits and vegetables and the best 
methods of growing them would be 
lost, for no one would know to whom 
the different exhibits belonged if the 
names were left off so that they might 
be judged, but begin right now to in- 
terest your grange in offering first and 
second prizes to the children for a few 
things to be grown by them this year 
Pe exhibited at a grange fair next 

all. 

Have a special committee appointed 
to name some half dozen things to be 
grown by them, such as carrots, beets, 
popcorn, squash, sunflbwers and as- 
ters, and to take charge of the pur- 
chasing of the premiums, which need 
not necessarily be expensive in order 
to please the children.

SHERIFF'S RAID 

ON JAPANESE 
Made by Force of Arms and 
Without Due Process of Lew 


COMPLAINT IS MADE TO TOKIO 


One of Four Members of Editorial 
Staffs of Japanese Newspapers, Ar- 
rested on Charges of Conspiracy In 
Connection With Hawaiian Strike 
Situation, Alleges Violation of 
Treaty Rights 


Honolulu, June 15.—The situation 
growing out of the indictment by the 
grand jury of seventeen leaders in the 
strike of Japanese plantation labor- 
ers has taken an international turn. 

M. Megoro of the editorial staff 
of The Jiji, a local Japanese publi- 
cation, who was taken into custody 
when the Office of that paper was 
raided by the authorities last Friday, 
made a formal complaint to the Jap- 
anese foreign office at Tokio of vio- 
lation of his treaty rights as a Jap- 
anese subject. : 

He sets forth in his complaint that 
this violation consists in the search 
of his office and the seizure of his 
private papers and documents by the 
territorial authorities dwithout due 
process of law. 

Territorial Sheriff Henry admits 
that the search and seizure were made 
by force of arms and without search 
warrants or process of law, but con- 
tends that the papers seized contained 
evidence of criminal purpose and that

Negoro was re-arrested Monday 
with Y. Sogo, Y. Tasaka and K.

Negoro, together with Sogo, Tas- 
aka and Kawamura, were admitted 
to bail at $1250 in each case. Pending 
bonds or cash bail being furnished all 
four are in jail.

EDITORS FURNISH BAIL 


Preliminary Hearings of Alleged Con- 
spirators Set For Friday 

Honolulu, June 16.—The four edi- 
tors of a Japanese newspaper and sev- 
eral others of the seventeen Japanese 
arrested on indictments growing out 
of the strike of sugar plantation la- 
borers were released on bail and their 
preliminary hearing set for June 18. 

While the feeling among the Japan- 
ese, of whom there are between 6000 
and 8000 still on strike, is tense be- 
cause of the arrest of some of their 
leaders, they have carefully refrained 
from any untoward act that would 
lead the authorities to take more 
drastic measures.

New York, June 17.—The New

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One of the interesting developments 
in the new age of Agriculture is the 
remarkable aptitude for big crops 
shown by certain nationalities who 
are taking up some of the more or 
less deserted farms. One cannot. ride 
through any stretch of country in 
the middle and western part of_the 
State without being impressed by this 
condition. On all sides are seen men, 
women, and children working side 
by side in the fields and changing bar- 
ren country into well tilled and highly 
cultivated areas. In the western part 
of the State, these people are largely 
Polanders, but other nationalities are 
also having a part in this work. Sev- 
eral cases are known to the writer 
where farms that have not yielded a 
hundred dollars worth of produce a 
year for many years are now bring- 
ing forth crops worth several thous- 
ands of dollars. Of course, it is all 
due to hard work and the low cost 
of living which seems to be so easy 
for these people to undergo. There 
are people who are bemoaning this 
condition of New England agricul- 
ture, but the one who knows how 
such country is developed and ap- 
preciates the full significance of this 
work in its improvement of not only 
the farm, but the farmer, must feel 
that on the whole, it is a satisfactory 
solution of New England’s call for 
better tilling of her farm areas. It 
is making of these people not only 
good farmers but responsible citi- 
zens. As responsible citizens they 
are bound to appreciate the demands 
of government and the call for good 
government as it affects their in- 
terests. They will learn to know the 
importance of the right kind of offi- 
cials, and it is but a short step from 
the knowledge gained by the sweat 
of the brow as they are gaining it, 
to an ability to themselves bear the 
responsibility.

One of the most significant dis- 
cusions of the day is associated with 
the problem of a division of the issue 
with regard to the licensing for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors: Some 
very interesting discussions recently 
published go a long way toward prov- 
ing that the greatest evil that comes 
to the American nation in its sys- 
tem of regulating the liquor traffic 
comes because of the fact that a 
li¢ense to sell intoxicants allows any 
kind of an intoxicant to be sold. 
Some very well informed: students 
of ‘the problem are advocating that 
in passing upon this question, voters 
should. be given an opportunity to 
discriminate between hard and soft 
liquors. They point to the condi- 
tions in countries where: only light 
wines and beers are sold and ¢laim 
that these countries are the genuine 
temperance countries. 

Of course it is true that we_have 
already in this country made such 
discrimination in a way. The limit 
of two per cent. in intoxicants being 
placed upon the sale of drink. It is 
very doubtful if the temperance ad- 
vocates will be found very enthu- 
siastic for this change but it is an 
interesting problem that is opened by 
this suggestion.

People may 
laugh at the Congressman and min- 
imize his ability and all that, but he 
knows the political game from A to 
Z, and he has shown on more than 
one occasion that he can play it 
with a great deal of skill. At the 
present time he is shaping up rep- 
resentative contests. in many sec- 
tions of the State, and those who are 
informed, are discovering that he has 
many lines out that may make some 
trouble. Most of those who pretend 
to know are very confident that he 
can make no serious disturbance for 
the senior Senator. The next six 
months may bring forth some sur- 
prises.

The baccalaureate sermon to the 
graduating class at Abbot Academy 
was preached at the South Church 
Sunday forenoon by Rev, Shepherd 
Knapp of Worcester.

Bfodley may be sown with ‘a-selfish 
view of simply securing more money 
for one’s self. Then the harvest is 
natural. But a spiritual harvest may 
be reaped for money if it is applied 
to lift the burdens of others. | 

‘Rev. Mr. Knapp said that lifé' con- 
sists of a series of sowings and reap- 
ings, that all of us are hungry for 
something larger, nobler and more 
enduring than natural results. Spir- 
itual harvests are open to all, but 
to secure them requires us to practice 
the hard rule of surrender and sacri- 
fice. in our sowing. We must bear the 
burdens if we want the reward; if we 
want the noblest, richest and biggest 
harvest life can afford. 

He concluded by saying that what- 
ever the sphere the graduates entered, 
whether college life, home life or pub- 
lie life along educational lines, in lit- 
erature, philanthropy or in the uplift- 
ing of social conditions the spiritual 
harvest will come from the common 
things of life, from meeting, studying 
and helping ordinary people with 
whom they come in contact. The 
humblest service for others often 
brings the richest reward to ourselves.

Some of the Things They Knew Twelve 
Hundred Years Ago. 

The Russian Academy of Medigine 
after examining a ‘Tibetan “Hand- 
book of Medicine,” first publisbed 1,200 
years ago, acknowledges that it con- 
tains many truths discovered or redis- 
covered by moderp physicians. Here 
are some extracts from the ancient 
volume: 

“Number of bones in the human 
body, 860; number of nerves, 99; num- 
ber of pores, 11,000,000. 

“The heart is the king of the organs 
and the staff of life. The lungs em- 
brace it as a mother does her child. 
Sicknesses are due to man’s malice, ig- 
norance and inability to curb the pas- 
sions, for these things interfere with 
the proper nourishment of the human 
organs. All unkind thoughts react 
upon the heart and liver.” 

The methods for ascertaining the 
state of a person’s health were very 
similar to those methods employed to- 
day—looking at the tongue, feeling the 
pulse, etc. Vegetable medicines are 
advocated; also baths, compresses, mas- 
sage, bloodletting. etc. Fines were im- 
posed upon physicians who did not 
keep their instruments clean.

There was a famvuus pvuisuving case 
in England many years ago.ln which 
tue strong point of the defense was to 
show that the accused. who was an 
expert chemist, would nut buve used a 
poison which could be so easily found 
after it bad been taken into the bu- 
man system. Sir Robert Christeson, 
professor in Edinburgh university, a 
famous expert on toxicology, whose 
works are still standard on that sub- 
ject, was put on the stand to prove 
this point. When he declared that a 
ehemist would certainly use some pol- 


son which would leave no trace, the | 


prosecuting attorney asked him if he 
meant to say that there were such 
poisons. 

Sir Robert replied in the affirmative. 
The prosecutor asked, “Name them!” 

“No!” shouted the judge. 
you to answer that question!” 

In spite of the protests of the prose- 
cutor the judge would not allow the 
expert publicly to give the name of a 
poison which would leave no trace, 
and the question remained unan- 
swered. 

Now comes the curious part of the 


story. During the next two years Sir | 


Robert received more than 4,000 let- 
ters from all parts of the world ask- 
ing, begging, offering to buy, the name 
of the untraceable poison alluded to in 
his testimony. Many of these he kept 
as curiosities, showing them to his 
friends as evidence of the depravity of 
human nature. Some of the excuses 
for wanting the name of the poison 
were very ingenious, One man was 
writing a novel based on a poison plot 
and wanted to make use of the un- 
traceable poison idea. He did not 
want to give the name of the poison in 
his book, but just wanted to have it 
by him in case any scientific critic 
should deny the possibility of such poi- 
sons, when he could send him the 
name in a private letter and quote the 
“distinguished authority” from whom 
it came, etc. Several persons profess 
ed to be studying chemistry and asked 
for the information on the ground of 
professional courtesy. To all such Sir 
Robert would send the advice to pur 
sue their studies and they would soon 
know as much about it as he did 
Many offered large sums of money for 
the secret, usually pretending they 
had bet still larger amounts that they 
could find it out in a given time and 
were willing to share their profits lib- 
erally with Sir Robert. 

The thing which most impressed Sir 
Robert was the number of persons all 
over the world who seemed desirous 
of possessing the secret of an agent 
that would kill, but leave no trace, and 
the amazing falsehoods to which they 
would subscribe their names in order 
to obtain the information. It is said 
that whatever poison Sir Robert had 
in mind at the trial he never mention- 
ed it, not even to his classes, so strong- 
ly was he impressed with the danger 
of letting such a thing become matter 
of public knowledge.

SIMPSON’S PLUCK. 


An Inventor's Weary but Successful 
Fight Against Great Odds, 
Charles Goodyear is not the only in. 
ventor who might turn his face to the 
wall to die saying of the tardy recog. 
nition of his efforts, “I die happy— 

others can get rich.” 

Goodyear’s efforts to introduce the 
use of vulcanized rubber were no more 
tragic than the stories of a dozen other 
inventors. There was a man named 
Simpson in Missouri who discovered 
that gutta percha was a nonconducto: 
of electricity. He borrowed money ot 
one Ames Kendall to make his appli. 
cation for a patent. It was rejected 
over and over, rich companies fighting 
his claim. But he had “sand;” he 
never weakened. It was just. after 
the civil war that he made his last 
fight. He had no money—not a dollar 
—but he started from &t. Louis for 
Washington afoot. 

He would not beg, but made his way 
half across the continent by sawing 
wood, hoeing corn or doing any work 
that came to hand. In one place he 
robbed a scarecrow of a pair of pants 
and a hat, leaving his own more rag: 
ged garments in their place. In Pitts. 
burg he had to work as a truck driver 
till he could earn enough to repair his 
shoes and take him on his way. And 
all the time he .believed stubbornly in 
himself and in his invention. His own 
words were: 

“When I came over the tops of the 
Alleghenies’! saw the sun rising, and 
I knelt down and thanked God for my 
life and asked him to let me get my 
patent. He promised me on the spot. 
and I never had a moment’s doubt 
after that.” 

Arriving in Washington, he got a 
living as a day laborer on the stone 
foundation of the patent office, and 


from that vantage ground he fought ; 


his claim through the office and, the 
courts and got his patent. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph company gave 
him $100,000 down for the privilege of 
using it.—Exchange.
